REFRESHING SUMMER DRINKS 


O you remember your 
grandmother's Ginger 
Beer? That was a summer 
drink of drinks. One hardly 
ever hears of it these 
days—which is surprising 
as {t ie a first-rate food as 
well because of the yeast it 
contains, 


If you would like to try 
it this year here is what to 
do. 


Wash three lemons and 
very thinly peel off their 
rinds, without any pith. 
Remove the pith and slice 
the lemons very thinly, 
discarding all pips. Place 
these slices and the peel in 
a large carthonware bowl. 
Add 1%lb. loaf sugar, 207. 
bruised dried ginger root, 
%oz, cream of tartar and 
2% gallonn bofling water.

T was revealed recently that through an 
error in transhition, devout Christians 
in the Negro republic of Liberia had boen 
given a “wrong angle” on the Lord’s Prayer, 
The phrase “Lead us not into temptation” 
was translated for the Liberian people as 
“Do not catch us when we sin.”

pagoanda triumph of Adolf 
Hitler,” 

He was quoted os saying “we 
can learn much from Hitler's 
Germany,” 

AMATEUR STATUS 

In 1947, Canadians dencunced 
Brundage as an ‘old {usspot’, 
and one reporter turned his 
Christian mame from Avery to 
“Slavery”, after he had pcinted 
Out that Barbara Ann Scott, 
the Camadian Olympic Figure 
Skating Champton, would 
endanger her amateur status 
by accepting the gift of a cof 
from admi:ens. The car was re- 
turned, but the incident pro- 
voked a national debate which 
even reached the Canadian Par- 
lament, 

The following year Brundage 
was the central figure in an 
international controversy, pos- 
sibly his biggest, which thpea- 
tened the Winter Olympics at 
St Moritz in Switzerland.
